~Last Thursday, our president, 
Dr. R. M. Russell came to a decis- 
ion that will be greatly regretted 


by the Westminster students and 


alumni in general—that. of accept- 
ing the position tendered him 
some time Ago in the Moody Bible 
Institute of Chicago. Dr. Russell 
stated that he would present his 
resignation to the Board of Trus- 
tees of Westminster at the meet- 
ing in March, and would take up 
his new work in Chicago, in Sep- 
tember. 

During the month of December 


he was tendered the acceptance 


of the Chair of Doctrine and Hom- 
iletics in the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, He refused to make any 
comment, for publication, at the 
time, but after visiting Chicago, 


and considering the proposition at | 


length, decided to sever his con- 
nection with Westminster and 
take the new position. 

“The prudential ‘committee of 
the board of trustees, in charge 
of college affairs, will be apprised 
of the. pending resignation prior 
to the annual meeting of the board, 
so that immediate steps may be 
taken towards filling the vacancy,” 
Dr. Russell: said.

Dr. Russell became’ president 
of Westminster in: 1906, succeed- 
ing Dr. R. G. Ferguson, who has 
ever since been, connected with 
the college faculty in capacity of 
Bible instructor and _ professor 
emeritus. Dr. Russell came to 
Westminster from the pastorate of 
the Sixth U. P. Church of Pitts- 
burgh, where he had been in 
charge for fifteen and a _ half 
years, The present college year 
will mark the end of nine years of 
administrative effort on his part. 

PROGRESS UNDER DR, RUSSELL. 

During the nine years of Dr. 
Russell’s administration the. col- 
lege has made substantial progress 
and has kept pace with the lead- 
ing institutions: in extending and 
elevating its curricculum, and in 
the increase, both of equipment 
and endowment.

$400,000 additional endowment 
fund, of which more than $350,000 
has already been paid in.

lead of the} liquor interests. If the 
members of the-legislature. refuse

The speaker enlivened his re- 
port with many incidents and 
anecdotes of his recent visit to 
Harrisburg. Commenting on the 
motto of the liquor interests—"Give 
us a rest"—he said that the “drys” 
were doing their best to “give them 
a rest.”

Friends 
of the saloon realize that women 
suftrage would add thousands of 
votes to the prohibition cause and 
few to their own.; Woman suff- 
rage is no panacea for all ills, ° but 
women generally are opposed to 
the saloon, the greatest wastrel 
force in the country at the present 
time: Woman ‘suffrage and tem- 
perance are linked inseparably to- 
gether.

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Everything isso quiet. There 
is no sound save a confused, mur- 
murous humming. the rumble of 
distant traffic, perhaps, or more 
likely the pounding of blood thru 
my arteries. For a long time I 
have been sitting at my table try- 
ing to write some letters to the 
~ folks at home, but I cannot con- 
nect my thoughts. Home seems 
infinitely distant and remote. My 
world is limited by the grey walls 
of my cell—and by. sunrise. 

To be shot at sunrise! I did 
not realize yesterday what it 
meant when the officer read the 
sentence. All through the trial I 
seemed to be in a sort of haze, far 
less interested in the rigid formal- 
ities of the military court’ than in 
the jagged scar on the officer’s 
cheek. Often I found myself won- 
dering whetber he had received 
the scar in battle or in a university 
duel. And even while the sen- 
tence was being pronounced I 
could not keep my eyes from the 
scar, which seemed to \contract 
painfully with each movement of 
the mouth. To be shot ie sun- 
rise! ; 

How still everything is., I am 
filled with an almost sta Honbrolt: 
able desire to run about, to shout 
aloud. Doubtless I should be 
writing home or, feading my Tes- 
tament, but my thoughts are flut- 
tering about like toungues of fire. 
What are home and Testament to 
me who am no longer of this 
world? At sunrise they will lead 
.me from the cell, place me against 
a stone wall some where, and then 
a file of soldiers will shoot at me 
just as if I was a beast. 

Not that I blame them. They 
are merely doing their duty. But 
duty seemsa little and trivial thing 
to me tonight. The men who 
were with me in the trenches 
fondly told me they were fighting 
for their King and Country, that 

they were'doing their duty. But 
it was not duty that sent them 
into the ranks. It was the mad 
lust for fight, the frenzy of martial 
music, or the fear of the sneers of 
the women at home. To them 
duty is nothing more than an 
empty name. Perhaps those who 

are to shoot me think differently. 
The guard was talking to me this 
afternoon, out of pity, 1 suppose, 
and he told: me his dreams for his 
country. He ‘and his comrades 
have the cause of their Father- 
land at heart, and their greatest 
philosophers tell them that a good 
war hallows every cause. But to 
‘me duty and patriotism are as 
nothing. At sunrise I am to be 
shot like a hunted beast. 

I remember the evening I en-

listed. There was a big meeting 
in Trafalgar Square. For over 
an hour speakers addressed the 
unmoved sullen crowd, appealing, 
arguing, threatening without avail. 
Then a band. halted nearby, the 
leader waved his hand, and the 
strains of “Tipperary” drowned 
the voice of the speaker. Uncon- 
ciously the crowd began to keep 
time. One and another began to 
sing the refrain until all of us were 
shouting as loud as we could. 
The strain Was broken. An old 
sergant, rising to appeal for vol- 
unteers, was greeted by a thunder 
of cheers. _ When the crowd dis- 
persed I was one of seventy-four 
who had volunteered to serve 
King and Country. The music, 
glamour, and cheers were with us 


during the weeks in the training |. 


camp and followed us out into the 
harbor. the foggy morning we 
embarked for somewhere in 
Flanders. 

But what have I to do with 
cheers?) I am to be shot at 
sunrise, because I was a spy and 
commited the crime . of being 
caught. | The colors and motions 
and sounds of the world hav@ re- 
solved ‘themselves into a vague, 
murmurous humming.

“If our citizens are ever, to fight 
effectively upon a sudden summons 
they must know how modern fight- 
ing is done, and what to. do when 
thé: summons comes ,to” render 
themselves. immediately available 
and immediately effective. And 
the government must be their ser- 
vant in this matter, must supply 
them with the training they need 
to take care of themselves and of 
1t| 

President Wilson advocates an 
increase in the, standing army, and 


a supplement of 400,000 disciplined |_ 


citizens. | The importance placed 
upon this subject by the President 
is shown by the, fact that he put 
forward a specific program instead 
of .a general suggestion. .. He. also 
urged that steps be taken to outfit 
an effective navy. The President's 
demands in regard .to prepared- 
mess are very. reasonable. We are 
glad to note the majority of pub- 
lications approve’ of his views. 
The subject ef revenue ranks 
next to preparedness ‘in popular 
interest. |The President proposes 
to levy taxes on gasoline, auto- 
mobiles, lbank checks, pig iron, 
and fabricated iron and steel. This 
suggestion has aroused consider- 
able opposition. Some critics 
would prefer to issue bonds, per- 
haps the $222,000,000 of them 
authorized for the Panama Canal 
but not used. We-believe, how- 
ever, that the proposed tax levy 
is the better way to raise , the 
money. | The burdens would be 
distributed, and the tax would not 
oppress any one class of persons. 
The President was right in saying 
that “we should pay as we go.” 
His program of preparedness is 
not for this generation alone, and 
when he'states “that the industry 
of this generation should pay the 
bills of this generation” we may 
infer that some such tax must be 


continued. Be that as it may—we 


must be prepared.
